[0007] However, as the lithium salts used in Sun is sensitive to moisture, the battery 
assembly operation has to be performed under anhydrous conditions, for example, in dry box 
under a nitrogen or an argon or in dry room. This substantially increases the cost of producing 
these types of batteries. 


[0020] In a preferred embodiment, the microporous membrane further comprises a 
^ tackifier, preferably in an amount from about 0 to about 50% by weight, more preferably from 
about 2 to about 30%, and the most preferably from about 5 to about 10%. The tackifier is 
preferably selected from the group consisting of hydrocarbon resin, such as Escorez 2000 series
